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GHI Committees to Review 
Consultant's Rehabilitation Plan

Probably the most important piece of business dis¬ 
cussed by the GHI board of directors, at its regular meeting on 
Thursday, was a schedule for the next steps in setting up a master 
plan for rehabilitation of the coporation’s property; these will 
center around the report of a consultant’s group (Mark Beck). 
Other items, dealt with were policies on member usage of attic 
space, reimbursement to members for voluntary repairs or im¬ 
provements, and progress of a long-considered retirement plan. 


The consultant's report will be 
distributed on November 11 to each 
of the several GHI committees as¬ 
signed to particular operations — 
Aesthetics and Environment, En¬ 
gineering and Maintenance, Long- 
Range Planning, Parking — for in¬ 
itial review. These committee re¬ 
views will take place in the week 
before Saturday, November 19; on 
that day an all-day joint meeting 
of the committees will be held to 
formulate further suggestions. The 
report will then be returned to the 
consultant on November 22, with 
these added recommendations. By 
December 1, the first full draft of 
the report will be presented to the 
GHI board which will carry out a 
further review of it in the follow¬ 
ing weeks. A target date for the 
resulting master plan, to be deliv¬ 
ered to GHI in final form, is Janu 
ary 2. 

A second phase of presenting this 
proposed master plan to the mem 
bership will then begin with open 
informational meetings likely to be 
held on January 11 and/or/18 at 
two possible locations (North End 
School, and at the GHI offices or 
at the Library), 

Because of the extensive series 
of extra meetings during Novem¬ 
ber, the board has decided to hold 
its second November meeting early, 
on November .17, as suggested by 
director Wayne Williams. 

Use of Attics 

For some time the use of attics by 
members for purposes other than 
storage, particularly in the frame 
homes, has been a matter of some 
concern to the board. The Engin¬ 
eering and Maintenance committee 
presented recommendations that 
“all plumbing and electrical wir¬ 
ing in attics must meet the applic¬ 
able code" and that “no highly 
flammable materials shall be stored 
in attics". Director Don Volk 
proposed an amendment to explic¬ 
itly say that “County codes do not 
permit use of attics for other than 
storage", differing slightly with one 
suggested by director Virginia Mor- 
yadas who preferred to make the 
condition independent of the Coun 
ty code. Director Jim Smith further 
objected to inclusion of “plumbing” 
as being unnecessary he didn’t 
think members were likely to install 
such - but Moryadas remarked that 
“the ingenuity of our membership 
is beyond our imagination!" The 
committee’s recommendations, as 
amended by Volk, were adopted by 
motion. 

A topic that has also been under 
consideration for quite a while, by 
the Finance committee, is the 
question of GHI policy toward re¬ 
imbursing members for home ser¬ 
vices they perform themselves. Di¬ 
rector James Foster proposed, for 
the committee, a motion which es¬ 
sentially would have authorized 
credit to members for materials 
and/or services. However, a prob¬ 
lem brought up by manager Roy 
Breashears was how to decide 
which projects to reimburse for, 
out of a long list of possibilities 
management had drawn up; he 
noted that much extra bookkeep¬ 
ing would be involved, and in this 
was supported by directors Norman 
Weyel and Stephen Polaschik. Wil¬ 
liams and Moryadas felt that the 
problem would be minimized by a 
key phrase “as determined by Man¬ 
agement” in the proposed motion. 


Nevertheless the motion failed when 
it came to a vote, after director 
Smith has also expressed dissatis¬ 
faction with it — only Foster and 
Moryadas voting for it. 

Related to this issue, incidentally, 
was the request by a member in 13 
Court Ridge that the corporation 
reimburse him for trim painting 
work that he wishes to have done 
by an outside contractor at this 
time, i.e. before GHI will do it in 
its regular painting cycle next year. 
The board members generally seem 
ed to feel that this would be an 
unnecessary exception, agreeing 
with the manager that fall weather 
is not suitable for painting. Further 
arguments were that other rows will 
then want special treatment also, 
and that repairs to windows, etc., 
often have to be carried out at the 
same time as painting is done. The 
request was denied by motion, but 
some board members agreed with 
director Weyel that it would be 
helpful to publish the GHI painting 
schedule so members could know 
when their home would be next in 
line. 

Retirement Plan 

A long-awaited draft of a revised 
retirement plan for GHI employees 
has finally been submitted to the 
Finance committee (by an outside 
financial institution which has ta¬ 
ken an unnecessarily long time to 
provide it, in the eyes of some GHI 
members.) According to director 
Foster and the manager, its lan¬ 
guage is so complex that a special 
ad-hoc committee will be needed to 
review it. Breashears and others 
suggested that a well-known New 
York consultant on such plans, who 
has served the National Association 
of Housing Cooperatives, be includ¬ 
ed on the committee as an outside 
expert. A motion to create the 
committee was then passed. In 
reply to a question by director Wil¬ 
liams, Breashears described the 
main thrust of the new plan as 
giving more weight to number of 
years worked (longevity), in com 
parison to the present system which 
gives most importance to salary. 

Donation 

Early in the meeting, the board 
voted to donate $25 to the Greenbelt 
Choral Arts Society. Some other 
items were also dealt with during 
the evening, including appointing a 
committee to set up the mortgage¬ 
burning ceremony at the end of this 
year; and director Volk urged that 
the corporation inform all interest¬ 
ed government officials about the 
energy-saving measures that GHI 
has been able to carry out with the 
mortgage payment deferral by 
GNMA.

Council’s Protest on Triangle 
Clearing Gets Negative Results

Appalled that half the Greenbelt Triangle tract (27 acres) was 
being cleared when only one enterprise, Capitol Cadillac, had an 
approved site plan (6.5 acres), the Greenbelt City Council cut 
short their October 26 special meeting to take their fears and 
concerns to the county executive’s Town Meeting at DuVal High 
School. 


However, it was a frustrated city 
council that left the meeting. They 
received little comfort from county 
officials, who apparently shared the 
view of the Department of Licenses 
and Permits (DLP) that the grad¬ 
ing permit issued to the Triangle 
developer was legal and valid. Nei¬ 
ther were officials upset with reve¬ 
lations by the Greenbelt council that 

(1) grading work on the Triangle 
had started without implementation 
of required sedimentation controls, 

(2) DLP had not referred the am¬ 
ended Cadillac grading plan (from 
6.5 acres to 27 acres) to the Mary¬ 
land-National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission (MNCPPC) 
for study and recommendation, (3) 
excessive amounts of earth were 
being cut from the Cadillac site and 
being placed, for example, on an 
area next to the Beltway that may 
or may not be used for a ramp in 
the future, and (4) the Cadillac site 
plan was violated when trees flag 
ged for saving had been levelled. 

If county officials were unrespon¬ 
sive to views expressed by the city, 
the audience of citizens felt other¬ 
wise. They applauded when mayor 
pro-tem Gil Weidenfeld recommen¬ 
ded that, if county law would allow 
the developer to denude the entire 
Triangle tract when only a small 
portion is now ready for develop¬ 
ment, the county needs corrective 
legislation to prevent this from hap¬ 
pening. “A developer," he said, 
“should not have that kind of au¬ 
thority or control,” 

No Control Over Grading 

Weidenfeld was responding to 
county executive Winfield Kelly and 
DLP Director James Novak’s ex- 
plaiiatiqn. that the county had no 
control over someone who asks for 
rough grading, that the wo: / on the 
Triangle was in compliance with 
county laws, and that there was no 
reason to deny it. 

Mayor Richard Pilski noted that 
the Greenbelt city council had met 
earlier in the evening and "was 
here tonight in an emergency situ¬ 
ation.” The council, he said, thought 
the county was proceeding impro¬ 
perly because only 6.5 acres for 
Capitol Cadillac had the proper ap¬ 
proval and because the amended 
plan which expanded the acreage 
to be cleared to 27 acres had never 
been sent to MNCPPC for review. 

Novak explained that this failure 
had been an “oversight." 

Pilski observed that the clearing 
of the Triangle in this way could 
not be considered the kind of high 
quality development that the county 
was seeking. He said council de¬ 
plored the county’s allowing grading 
to occur prior to the implementa¬ 
tion of required sedimentation con¬ 
trols. There was no response to this 
charge. 

Councilman Thomas White objec¬ 
ted to the grading of land that had 
not received the required site plan 
approval He thought the dumping 
of earth on an area of the Triangle 
that the State Highway Administra¬ 
tion designated as a possible site 
for a ramp to the Beltway will look 
“horrible" and could have adverse 
environmental effects. 

The matter of site plan approv¬ 
al for each parcel on the Triangle 
was a condition of the preliminary 
plan of subdivision imposed by the 
Park and Planning Board. The 
Greenbelt council and the MNC¬ 
PPC staff thought that this con¬ 
dition had been violated by permit¬ 
ting grading of more than the Cad¬ 
illac site, 

DLP I nterpetation 

It appears that the language of 
the condition has been interpreted 
differently by DLP officials, who 
say that site plan approval must 
be obtained at the building permit 
stage and not at the grading stage 
which precedes it. MNCPPC staff 
contend that the building permit 
stage includes grading, that the 
definition of site plan encompasses 
grading, and that the grading of 
more than the Cadillac site would 
preclude carrying out that part of 


the condition stipulating “site an¬ 
alysis in regard to natural devel¬ 
opment constraints" and evaluation 
of each site plan in its relation to 
other approved plans. 

DLP pointed out that planting of 
new trees, adding hills and buffers, 
etc. can be accomplished at the 
construction stage. MNCPPC staff 
countered that the objective is to 
require the retention of as many 
of these existing natural features 
as possible prior to grading. 

W. C. Dutton Jr., chairman of the 
Prince Georges County Planning 
Board, thought existing trees might 
not survive during construction. He 
offered to meet with the Greenbelt 
council to discuss the problems of 
development. A meeting was later 
arranged for Friday, November 4. 

Earlier Meeting 

Before adojurning their special 
meeting to attend the Town Meet¬ 
ing, city manager James K. Giese 
reported that sediment controls 
had not been implemented on the 
Triangle prior to grading and that 
trees flagged for saving had been 
cut down on the Cadillac site. 

Dave Murray of Ben Dyer Asso¬ 
ciates, Inc., engineers for the de¬ 
veloper, conceded that sediment 
controls had not been established, 
noting that the weather had held 
up work. With respect to the pre ¬ 
servation of trees, he said that 
“clearing lines had been staked 
out for the contractor, and some¬ 
times contractors over run these 
lines .... If site plans call for veg¬ 
etation in these spaces, it will be 
put in later." 

Pilski felt these violations did 
not support the developer’s desire 
to work and cooperate with the 
city. 

Commenting on DLP’s initial ex¬ 
planation that the amended grad 
ing plan did not have to be referred 
to MNCPPC, councilman Charles 
Schwan observed that if DLP sub¬ 
mitted the Cadillac plan for 6.5 
acres to MNCPPC in the first in¬ 
stance, then certainly DLP should 
have followed the same procedure 
in the second instance, when grad 
ing for some 20 additional acres 
was involved. 

Schwan thought it was “un¬ 
conscionable" that the city did not 
get notice when the permit for 
grading was issued, and thought 
it was proper for the city to be 
consulted when any permit is is¬ 
sued within its boundaries. 

Councilman Richard Castaldi 
suggested that the city look into 
amending the charter so that the 
city would have control of issuing 
permits. “We cannot," he said, 
“leave the issuance of permits and 
inspection up to the county." 

Weidenfeld wrapped it all up in 
a motion that was unanimously ad¬ 
opted — that the city write to the 
DLP, MNCPPC and the county 
executive to request them to (1) 
halt any grading and clearing be ¬ 
yond the acreage needed for Cap¬ 
itol Cadillac, (2) investigate the (a) 
failure of implementation of the 
sedimentation controls, (b) removal 
of trees on the Cadillac site con¬ 
trary to the site plan, and (c> fail¬ 
ure of the DLP to refer the amend 
ed plan to MNCPPC, which result¬ 
ed in MNCPPC’s not being able to 
notify the city. 

P.G. PHILHARMONIC

Protect^the City’s Interest! 

Greenbelt cannot depend on the county to protect the city’s 
interest. That is the clear conclusion to be drawn from the recent 
bi eakdown in the chain of administrative safeguards that wei*e to 
assure orderly development of the Greenbelt Triangle. Differences 
between the Department of Licenses and Permits and the Maryland 
National Capital Park and Planning Commission relating to the 
amended grading plan and to the interpretation of the condition 
attached to the preliminary plan of subdivision for the 55 acre 
Triangle highlights the fragility of the system. 

Although Licenses and Permits has conceded “error” in failing 
to get Park and Planning’s okay on an amended grading plan, once 
the permit was issued no one from the level of county executive 
Winfield Kelly on down the chain of command would, or could, 
stop the work. In fact, once a developer gets a first permit to 
build on a site, apparently nothing in present county regulations 
can prevent his clearing - leveling the entire acreage - even in the 
case of a “special treatment” area. This designation applies to 
the property which because of particular problems must be de¬ 
veloped with care so as not to exacerbate those problems. The 
Greenbelt Triangle is such an area because of the high impact of 
traffic generated by further development on property whose only 
access is Greenbelt Rd. 

With the raising of the sewer moratorium and the issuance of 
the permit for Capitol Cadillac, Greenbelt is obviously due for a 
period of high-density development such as characterized the 
stormy years of the 60’s. Already on the drawing boards are plans 
for extensive commercial development of the Springhill Lake North 
tract and the former Schrom Airport property, in addition to the 
Greenbelt Triangle. 

With high stakes in profits for developers and the desire of 
beleaguered public officials for increased tax revenues, few may 
care to look attentively, at the danger to the quality of life and at 
the harmful environmental impact of development that exceeds 
the support-system of surrounding roads and drainage facilities. 

These facts make it imperative that the citizens of Greenbelt 
and city staff and elected officials watchdog with equal dedication 
the step by step process of development in each of these tracts. 
County regulations and procedures have improved, in large part 
because of lessons painfully learned in the 60’s. But these regula¬ 
tions are only as effective as their enforcement. We think that 
the city council should seriously consider augmenting the present 
competent, but overworked municipal staff with a specialist whose 
major responsibility is to oversee these developments, both through 
the maze of state and count}' regulations and in actual on-site ac¬ 
tivities. Councilman Richard Castaldi’s recommendation that 
Greenbelt have its own permit system should be explored. At the 
same time we urge volunteer citizen action to provide the back¬ 
ground of opinion that would make it possible for city officials 
to act more aggressively at critical moments and for county offi¬ 
cials to resist the blandishments and pressures of developers. 

The public interest is best protected by public action. In 1965 
a highly effective pressure group, Citizens for a Planned Greenbelt 
(CFPG), and later, Save Our Community (SOC) acted in this way. 

The time has come, we think, for a new citizen coalition to 
once again act for Greenbelt.

SPARKS FLY AT WORK SESSION 
ON ELDERLY HOUSING PROJECT

An October 26 city council work session on the hiring of the 
Mderly Housing project's loan closing attorney was marked by 
■rticism of City Manager James Giese’s handling of the matter 
GSese had sought feedback from council on his intended recoin- 
Mondation of attorney Louis Pohoryles for the job. 

When contacted after the session, ount as last year —$13,500— would 
City Clerk Gudrun Mills explained 
a complicating “cart-before~the- 
korse" factor in the situation. An 
attorney cannot be hired until the 
project's Board of Directors, the 
tity council, officially meets and 
Wltooses an attorney. But in order 
fair the Board to meet as a corpora¬ 
tion, prior legal work is necessary. 

The crux of criticism leveled by 
Mayor Richard Pilski was that 
•Hese should have looked into other 
attorneys more thoroughly before 
settling on Pohoryles for the job. 

Mills said the loan closing at¬ 
torney's salary, according to the 
Community Development Associa¬ 
tion (CDA) budget, is $12,300 at the 
maximum. 

Pohoryles had been doing unpaid 
work on the project, of which Pilski 
and councilman Thomas X. White 
oppressed disapproval. 

“You're asking me to make a de¬ 
cision you've already made," Pilski 
said. Giese, contacted after the 
meeting, stressed that Pohoryles 
had been working independently 
amd unpaid on the matter for a 
few weeks. 

White asked why Council was not 
apprised of the situation earlier. 

“This was the first work session 
I felt I could schedule it at," Giese 
responded. Giese said he had writ¬ 
ten Pohoryles advising him that his 
appointment was subject to council 
approval. 

Councilman Schwan and Mayor 
Pro-Tem Weidenfeld said they were 
ready to indicate their preference 
based on the information supplied 
by Giese and City Solicitor Emmett 
Nanna who assisted in looking for 
attorney. 

Schwan defended Giese’s intended 
recommendation. He said Council’s 
negative reactions might be attribu¬ 
ted to “hurt feelings." 

White responded, “My feelings 
are not hurt, I can’t fulfill (my 
r etc as councilman) without receiv¬ 
ing some data." 

The mayor directed Giese to con¬ 
tract other attorneys for proposals 
t# be submitted to council. Giese 
has since sent letters to attorneys 
for three firms recommended by 
felte Elderly Housing project con ¬ 
sultant, Metropolitan Associates 
Bevolopment Corporation and to 
Potooryles. 

Although Pohoryles was not one 
«f those recommended by the con¬ 
stant, he did similar work suc¬ 
cessfully for the Emerson House 
Project closing, Giese said, when 
aemtacted for comment after the 
meeting. Pohoryles’ firm was a- 
mfltig those suggested by CDA. 

"We’re very close to closing," he 
said. “We’re under extreme pres¬ 
sure by HUD (Department of Hous¬ 
ing and Urban Development) to get 
tebe project going." HUD will be 
subsidizing rent payments. 

Giese stressed that Pohoryles has 
been working on his own initiative. 

“If Mr. Pohoryles wants to work on 
his own, he can go ahead," Giese 
emd.
